HOUSE or COMMONS, Monday, Feb, 12. 

* This-day, in the Houfe of Commons, the Speaker having taken 
the Chair, General Smité'defired that the petitions from the Governor 
and Courcil, and certain of the inhabitants of Bengal, might be read; 
and the prayers of thefe-petitions being read accordingly, the honour- 
able Member faid, that the fubjeét to which he called the attention 
of the Houfe, and which was now under their confideration, was of 
the laft importance to the very exiftence of the Eaft India Company. 
The diftreffes and diflentions that had of late prevailed in the provin- 
ces of Bengal, Bahar, and Orifla, were as unexampled as they were 
beyond the power of expreflion. He did not meah to crimimate the 
cou dudt of any individual. His motives were pure and patriotic, and 
had nothing of perional refentment in them, ‘The abufe he hinted at 
was in the fupreme Court of Jadicature that had been appointed in 
Bengal, from which a sumber of cruelties and opprefons had iflued 
that would fhock the Houfe to hear of. ‘he honourable member 
faid, that he was happy in being able to inform the Houfe, that, 
through the ftricteft ferutiny of the Court of Judicature, not one ‘of 
the civil eftablithment of Bengal had been impeached in any part of 
their conduct. A great fault in the Court of juttice, he fpoke of, was, 
that they could not grant a refpite to perions condemped, and had a 
power in other refpeéts too extended and unconfined. Perfons, too, 
beyond its juriGiétion, and altogether ignorant of the laws of Great 
Britain, had been arraigned at its bar, capitally condemned, and put to 
death, while, at the fame time, it was netorioufly known, that while 
the power was in the hands of. the Governor and Council, no com- 
piaint of injaitice or oppreffion had been made, The Court of Judi- 
cature, too, as at prefent eftablifhed, interfered too much with the 
political ftate of the country, and was calculated to do a great deal of 
harm, without at all tending to amy good purpofe. For thefe, and 
many other reafons, which the honourable gentleman gave, he thought 
a Parliamentary revifion of the Court of Judicature extremely necef- 
fary, and therefore moved, ‘* That the petitions be taken into confi-

Many perfons had been tried and ——s 
by it, who had never known any thing about the laws of Eng - 
and fome of thofe for offences they had beeg taught to believe perte 
ly innocent. ‘Che Honoursble Gentleman reprobated in ttrong vena 
the retrofpettive power of the-Court, and faid they had condemne " 
and executed natives of the. country for.crimes they had commit tec 
long before they had arrived in India. The laws of Great tena 
however falutary they might be in England, were very umfit fort yA 
habitants of India, or improper to be impofed upon the perfons ot the 
Gentoo and Mahonietan religion. ‘Foe meafure was highly impolitic, 
as well as unjuit. The Romag Empire never adopted a conduét like 
that. Though they fucceeded in their wars more than any former 
people, and made conquefts wherever they went, they never obliged 
the inhabitants of the countries they conquered to we their laws or 
cultoms. Wherever they went, they were proud of the Roman name, 
and called the country they conquered a province under the Roman 
Empire; but they left their conquered fubjetts to the enjoyment ot 
their own laws and focal cuttims, well knowing it was the way te make 
themfelves beloved while they were feared. Caracalea was the talt 
Roman Einperor that made any alteration in the practice, and entor- 
ced the laws of his country, wherever his arms were vidtorious. but, 
when the wife Juflinian reigned, he immediately reftored the cone 
quered provinces to the exercile of their owry aws. Vhat great and 
fagacious Princefs the Emprefs of Ruiffia had alio been fenfible of this; 
for, when the intrafted it to perfons to make a code of laws tor her 
empire, the particularly ordered it, that the temper, difpofition, a: d 
cuftoms of the country, with the nature of its climate, thould be con- 
fulted before they were devifed.

‘Whe Boglith had about 15,000 Europe- 
ans in Bengal and the neighbourimg provinces, and the natives about 
15,000,000. ‘The inhabitants, he faid, had a high re{pzét for the Ru- 
glith. They theught them fomething more than men, and their good 
opinion of them ought to be preférved. For this reaion he feconded 
the motion, and would give it every tupport in his power. 

Lord North owned, thatthe Court of Judicature had many errors 
in the eftablithment of it, and that the political government was at 
variance with the civil power; but his Lordibip thought, that the 
Coart of Judicature ought not to be condemned till it was heard. His 
Lordihip tiated, that at the time the Cout of Judicature was iuttitu- 

+ ted, great abuies were allowed to fubliit in India, and a fpeedy relief 
to be inevitably neceflary. ‘A fectetcommittee was appointed to en- 
quire into the ttate of the-pelice of the eaftern territories under the 
Crown of Great Britaiers: wad it was ‘Gp their report that the Court of 
Judicature had been formed) As to :ts power, it was neceflary that it 
thould extend over the natives,.as we.las the Europeans; for, if the 
natives had been excluded from it, the Europeans would have continu- 
ed the oppreffions they had been accultomed to exercife over the na- 
tives, through the means of the Benyons of Hindolton. 

The neble Loid made a diltinctiom between the Court and the
